When on old telephone 
pole 
on 
which he was working broke off near 
the ground, Thursday, William Heller, 
of Bendersville, who was strapped to 
the pole was thrown to the ground 
with great force and severely injur­ 
ed. 
The accident occurred between 
Pine Grove and Tholan, Cumberland 
county, where a number of linemen 
were removing old telephone poles 
and replacing them with new ones. 
The line belongs to the state and not 
a private concern. 
Mr. Heller had gone to the top of 
the pole to release some wires con­ 
nected to it and had just completed 
that task when the pole snapped off 
near the ground. 
He was about 18 
feet above the ground when the ac­ 
cident occurred and he was unable to 
release himself when the pole began to 
lean. 
He was carried to the ground with 
great force but fortunately fell along 
side of the pole. 
Had the pole fallen 
on top of him, it is believed, Mr. Hel­ 
ler would have been killed. 
In falling, however, Mr. Heller hit 
a stone which severely lacerated his 
face. 
The stone knocked his lower 
teeth loose and caused bridge work on 
his upper teeth to cut the roof of his 
mouth. 
In addition he also suffered 
a twisted knee joint and bruises and 
contusions on his body. 
He was 
taken to his 
home 
in 
Bendersville where he is confined to 
bcd. 
According to the doctor, it w'ill 
be several weeks before Mr. Heller 
will bo able to be about again.

Washington, May 13.—The amount 
the government will recover from al-* 
leged wrar fraud cases “will be many 
times the amount granted to defray 
expenses incident to their prosecu­ 
tion,” the House appropriations com­ 
mittee declared today In reporting a 
bill carrying $500,000 for use by tho 
Department of Justice as a special 
investigation and prosecution fund. 
Explaining the need of money and 
men 
assistance, 
Attorney 
General 
Daughtery told the committee as re ­ 
leased by a hearing made public today 
that about 275 such cases ranging 
from several thousand dollars to seve­ 
ral million dollars were pending and 
the total involved watt $192,000,000. 
Urging speedy passage of the bill 
he showed that the Department of 
Justice might be adequately equipped 
“for 
successful 
disposition of tho 
cases.” The committee said those who 
had defrauded the government during 
the war should be prosecuted to tho 
limit with all the vigor the government 
could command while those upon whom 
unjust suspicion might rest were en­ 
titled to know promptly that such 
suspicions were not justified.

Four Dead and Three Wounded The 
Toll For Today.

Chicago, May 13—While the police 
were rushing legal action to prevent 
Labor Leaders from throwing “Chi­ 
cago iq a state of warfare” the crack 
of pistols 
and boom of 
shot guns 
broke out in the city anew, and this

four dead and 
three wounded as the result of twc 
assassinations and two fights.

two patrolmen killed two bandits and 
wounded a third and a bystander. 
One policeman was wounded when
